MORE SHAFTS AT CHANLER 


Governor Says His Opponent Might Be 
Good-Humored and Candid, 
Also. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SYRACUSE, Oct. 15.—Onondaga County 
did -itself proud to-night, when Gov. 
Hughes came to Syracuse. Francis Hend- 
ricks, former Superintendent of Insur- 
ance and of the anti-Hughes leaders in 
the Saratoga Convention, turned out his 
cohorts to do honor to the Governor, 

The result was a gathering of 3,500 
people in Convention Hall to-night, an old- 
time political parade, with many bands 
and much red fire, and a reception at the 
Vanderbilt Hotel, in which Gov, Hughes 
was busy shaking hands for a half hour. 

Mr. Hendricks was on hand in person. 
and assured the Governor that these ex- 
ternals were evidences of the real thing 
in the shape of loyal support. Having 
done so Mr. Hendricks went to Conven- 
tion Hall, and sat beside Speaker Wads- 
worth, the Governor’s principal opponent 
in the Saratoga Convention, to watch the 
demonstration. Mr. Hendricks did not 
but his HMeutenants around 
Republican headquarters were loud in 
their assurances that he was willing to 
bury the hatchet, and work his: best for 
the ticket. 

Gov. Hughes took the Onondaga leader 
at his word. In his speech to-night he 
began by saying that he was deeply grati- 
fied at the assurances of support he had 
received, and believed that the promised 
strength would be realized at the polls. 
He went straight on then to discuss the 
fundamental policies of his administration 
with the evident approval of the crowd. 

On the floor of the Convention Hall was 
the famous old Company A of Rochester 
and the Syracuse escort, established in 
1864. In the galleries were delegations 
from Syracuse and Rochester Universities 
The college boys had a variety of cheers 
of their own, but when the Governor got 
into the heart of things, and said he 
thrived on the opposition he had met, the 
voters on the floor took charge of the 
noise making. There was a good deal of 
laughter with the applause, and Speaker 
Wadsworth joined in it. Mr. Hendricks 
did not. 

Hendricks Finally Applauds, 

Then a moment later the Governor, 
after telling how he had refused to truckle 
for-votes ‘in’ the Legislature in getting his 
reforms passed, said that he didn’t apolog- 
ize for having enforeed the Constitution 
of the State, Cheers interrupted him, and 
then more cheers, and finally even Mr, 
Hendricks got to clapping his hands. 

On the race track issue and the public 
service commission issue the Governor 
made the most forceful speech that he 
has made yet. First, however, he told 
something about the ideals of government 
He said: 

‘When I stood upon this platform two 
years ago asa candidate for the office 
of Governor I had very ttle idea of 
what the administration was going to 
actually mean. I had thought and read 
much with regard to the administration 
of government. I had clearly defined 
convictions with regard to the functions 
of government and the character of ad-! 
ministration which the people were en- | 
titled to receive. They were simple and 
obvious principles. I believed that an 
officer elected by the people was re- 
spousible to the people and was bound to 
act without deflection or obliquity, ac- 
cording to his conscience and his best 
judgment, in the light of his oath of 
office. [Applause.] I believed that the 
udministration of the departments of 
the State should be impartial and should 
represent the highest standards of busi- 
ness efficiency.”’ 

Finally Gov. Hughes came to the case 
of his opponents. He said: 

‘“‘It is easy to be a candidate, [laughter] 
easy to make promises. It is easy to find 
fault, but it is a very different thing, my 
friends, to be in office and qualify on| 
your record. [Great applause and cheer-| 
ing.] 

Capitalizing Resentment. 

“Tt now seems to be the purpose of our; 
opponents to endeavor to capitalize dif- 
ferent elements of resentment that have 
been created In the course of the work! 
that we have sought to accomplish, In| 
the absence of a constructive programme | 
it seems to be the idea to take advantage | 
of every bit of ill-feeling or vindictive- 
ness that may exist on accqunt of the; 
policies for which we have stood. There 
are important issues, and let us see if 
we can pierce the mask of generalities) 
and of phrases, and get at what is really 
involved in this campaign. 

Referring to Mr. Chanler's statement 
last night, the Governor said: 

“T have wanted to know what was be- 
hind this government by commission dc- 
nunciation. The campaign opposing is a 
campaign of opposition. What he have! 
stood for, what we have done, what we 
have tried to do is well known. Now 
comes the opposition. lt makes a general 
charge in denunciation of government by 


commission. We ask for a bill of partic- 
ulars. Isn't that fair?” 


Good-Humored and Candid, Too.

ysician Takes Poison by Mistake— 
Dies After Long Struggle. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 15.—After a 
fight of four and a half hours against the 
powerful poison, aconitine, Dr. Howard 
G. Neiman, resident physician at the 
Hiome for Incurables, Forty-eighth Street 
and Woodland Avenue, died to-day at 
that institution. Three physicians and the 
best nurses of the hospital aided him in 
his struggle for life. He took the aconi- 
tine to cure a cold, mistaking it for 
codeine. 

Dr. Neiman had been troubled with a 
cough for a week, and had been taking a 
mixture of codeine and other medicines. 
About 10 o’clock he went to the medicine 
closet and took out what he thought was 
a bottle of codeine, prepared a dose, and 

;drank it. Suspecting nothing wrong, he 
| visited his patients in the wards as usual. 
Scarcely ten minutes had passed, how- 
ever, when he began to find breathing dif- 
ficult. A pain attacked his heart. As 
his scientific training told him he was 
under the influence of some powerful 
drug, he ran to the medicine closet. To 
his horror he saw beside the bottle of 
codeine a bottle of aconitine, whose con- 
tents had evidently been recently touched. 
The few antidotes for aconitine he could 
get he took immediately, to no purpose, 
however. His respiration became mor? 
and more difficult. 

Realizing that he could do nothing more 
for himself, he telephoned to Dr. Samuel 
P. Stout, an intimate friend, to come to 
him. But the poison's circulation could 
not be stopped. As a last hope, Dr. Ralph 
Lavenson and'Dr. Charles W. Burr were 
summoned. With stomach pump and 
antidotes the fight was continued, but in 
spite of everything the sufferer grew 
weaker. 

During all of this time Dr. Neiman was 
conscious and doing his best to direct and 
assist the poison fighters. Soon after the 
arrival of his mother he began to lose 
consciovsness. The physicians then knew 
that all hope was gone. Mrs. Neiman 
was called into the room, but her son 
died at 2:30 P. M. without having rec- 
ognized her. 

Dr, Neiman was 24 years old. He was 
graduated from Jefferson Medical pect 
lege in 1906. In August of the same year 
he became connected with the Home for 
Incurables. Later he became resident 
physician. 
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DID NOT INDORSE LILLEY. 


Announcement That the President Has 
Not Interfered in Connecticut. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15. — President | 
Roosevelt has not interfered in the Con-| 
necticut political situation, either for or 
against Representative George L. Lilley, 
Republican candidate for Governor, it was 
stated at the White House to-day. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Oct. 15.—The fol- 
lowing letter was made public to-night 
by N. A. Tanner of this city: 

The White House, 
Washington, Oct. 14, 1908. 

My Dear Sir: The President has received 
your letter of the 18th inst., and in reply 
directs me to state that you are in error in 
assuming that the President has publicly 
expressed himself concerning the Governor- 
ship in Connecticut. or in any other State. 

While continually being appealed to to do 
so he has steadily refused to interfere in any 
State election. Mr. lJ.illey wrote to the 
President asking him to confirm a conver- 
sation he had with Mr. Lilley last Winter 
as follows: 

““Mr. Lilley,-I have read and heartily 
approve of your speech. You have told a 
number of needed truths, and I thank you 
for telling them I wish you success in 

your career, Sir.”’ 

This conversation the President confirmed 
in a letter to Mr. Lilley under date of the 
10th instant.

Mrs. Mary Herbert left her home at 
8,807 Bay Thirty-third Street, Bath Beach, 
to pay a visit to some friends in Manhat- 
tan a few days ago, and returned Wednes- 
day afternoon to be met by a friend as she 
was alighting from the train, who ex- 
claimed: 

‘““Why, Mrs. Herbert, I think you were 
awfully urikind to move away without 
letting any of us know you were going.” 

“Moved away ejaculated Mrs. Her- | 
bert, ‘‘ Why, I haven't moved. What do; 
you mean?” 

“You haven't moved?” repeated her 
friend. ‘ Well, all I know is that your 
furniture was taken away yesterday and 
the house is closed up." 

Mrs. Herbert hurried home. A glance 
showed her that her friend's words were 
only too true. Nothing had been left but 
bare floors and empty rooms. She then 
went to the Bath Beach Police Station 
and Acting Capt. Fogarty and Detective 
Dowling started out to find Mrs. Her- 
bert’s household goods, They learned that 
a moving van had taken the stuff and 
that on the wagon was the name “ Dunn.”

Louls Herbert, Mrs. Herbert's twenty- 
two-year-old son.

VOTE TO END SHOE STRIKE. 


Entire Police Force of Lynn Guards 
Lasters During Balloting. 


LYNN, Mass., Oct. 15,—Under the pro- 
tection of the entire police force of the 
city, the union: lasters formally voted 
to-night to declare off the strike which 
for nearly two weeks has hampered the 
shoe manufacturing industry here. The 
result of the vote was 846 In favor of 
calling off the strike and 483 against. 

Balloting was attended with disturb- 
ance. Early in the day a number of Ital- 
ians broke into the room in which the 
voting was going on and smashed several 
of the ballot boxes. Andrews Street, in 
the vicinity of Lasters Hall, was packed 
with shoe workers and their friends, and 
the entire police force of the city was 
busy quelling disturbances. It was past 


9 o'clock to-night when the balloting was 
finished and it was nearly two hours later 
before the count was completed. 
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PRESIDENCY IN 1906 


Admitted in Letter to President 
That He Could Accomplish 
More in Supreme Court. 


ROOSEVELT’S VIEWS GIVEN 


He Told His War Secretary Then That 
He Was Most Likely to Get 
the Nomination. 


Two letters that passed between Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Secretary Taft in 1906 
are published in the current number of 
Hampton’s Broadway Magazine. They 
present the latter’s candidacy for the 
Presidency and Mr. Roosevelt's enthusias- 
tic support of his claims in an interesting 
light. 

In the first letter Mr. Roosevelt dis- 
cusses with Mr. Taft the rival attractions 
of a seat on the Supreme Court bench 
and a term in the White House. He says 
he is not qualified to decide for him, but 
feels that he is the most likely man to 
receive the next Republican nomination. 

Mr. Taft replies some months later, 
expressing his personal desire to succeed 
Justice Brown in the Supreme Court, but 
declaring that in consideration of admin- 
istrative duties undertaken as a member 
of the Cabinet he cannot consider the 
appointment, adding: 

“*I would much prefer to go on the Su- 
preme bench for life than to run for the 
Presidency.” 


ROOSEVELT TO TAFT. 
Mr. Roosevelt's letter was dated 


the White House, March 15, 1906. 
it is:

“ (Confidential. ] 

“Dear Will: I think I have been in 
error as to your feeling. You say that 
it is your decided preference to continue 
your present work. This I had not under- 
stood. 
what you really wanted to do was to 
go on the bench, and that my urging was 
in the line of your inclination, but in a 
matter in which you were in doubt as to 
your duty. 

‘‘My dear Will, it is pre-eminently a 
matter in which no other man can take 
the responsibility of deciding for you 
what is right and best for you to do. 
Nobody could decide for me whether I 
should go to the war or stay as Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy. Nobody could de- 
cide for me whether I should accept the 
Vice Presidency or try to continue as 
Governor. In each case it is the man him- 
self who is to lead his life after having 
decided one way or the other. No one 
can lead that life for him; and neither he 
nor any one. else can afford to have any 
one else make the decision for him; be- 
cause the vital factor in the decision 
must be the equation of the man himself. 


A Problem for Mr. Taft. 


“As far as I am personally concerned I 
could not put myself in your place because 
I am not a lawyer, and would under no 
circumstances, even if I had been trained 
for a lawyer, have any leaning toward 
the bench; so in your case I should as a 
matter of course accept the three years 
of service in the War Department, deal- 
ing with the Panama and Philippine ques- 
tions, and then abide the event as to} 
whether I became President, or continued 
in public life in some tess conspicuous po- 
sition, or went back to the practice of the | 
law. 

“But I appreciate, as every thoughtful | 
man must, the importance of the part to 
be played by the Supreme Court in the 
next twenty-five years. I do not at all 
like the social conditions at present. The 
dull, purblind folly of the very rich men; 
their greed and arrogance, and the way 
in which they have unduly prospered by 
the help of the ablest lawyers, and too 
often through the weakness or short- 
sightedness of the Judges or by their un- 
fortunate possession of meticulous minds; 
these fact, and the corruption in business 
and politics, have tended to produce a 
very unhealthy condition of excitement 
and irritation in the popular mind, which 
shows itself in part in the enormous in- 
crease in the Soclalistic propaganda. 

‘Nothing effective, because nothing at 
once honest and intelligent, is being done | 
to combat the great amount of evil, which, 
mixed with a little good, a little truth, Is 
contained in the outpourings of —~, —., 
—, ——, [The magazine says these 
blanks represent names omitted by re- 
quest.) Some of these are Socialists; 
some of them are merely lurid sensation- 
alists; but they are all building up a 
revolutionary feeling which will, most 
probably, take the form of a political cam- 
paign. Then we may have to do, too late, 
or almost too late, what had to be done 
in the silver campaign, when, in one Sum- 
mer, we had to convince a great many 
good people that what they had been 
laboriously taught for several years pre- 
vious was untrue. 

The Best Possible Leader, 


“Under such circumstances you would 
be the best possible leader, and with your 
leadership we could rest assured that 
only good methods would prevail. In such 
a contest yeu could do very much if you 
were on the bench; you could do very 
much if you were in active political 
life outside. I think you could do most 
as President, but you could do very much 
as Chief Justice; and you could do less, 
but still very much, as Associate Justice. 
Where you can fight best I cannot say, 
for you know what your soul turns to 
better than I can. ¥ 

“As I see the situation it is this: There 
are strong arguments against your tak- 
ing this Justiceship. In the first place 
my bellef is that of all the men that 
have appeared so far you are the man 
who is most likely to receive the Repub- 
Hcan Presidential nomination, and who 
is, I think, the best man to receive it. 
It ig not a light thing to cast aside the 
chance of the Presidency, even though, 
of course, it is a chance, however good 
aone. It would be a very foolish thing 
for you to get it into your thoughts, so 
that your sweet and fine nature would be 
warped, and you would become bitter and 
sour, as Henry Clay became; and thank 
Heaven this is absolutely impossible. But 
it is well to remember that the shadow

NO MORE RACES AT BRIGHTON 


The Old Track Will Soon Be Cut Up 
Into Building Lots. 


The old Brighton Beach race track, 
where thoroughbreds have struggled for 
| victories since In the seventies, has seen 
| its last contest. The work of converting 
the 100 acres that form the grounds Into 
bulldings lots, with a well developed sys- 
tem of streets, began yesterday, when 
laborers tore down the old field stand 
and started the demolition of the fence 
on the Ocean Boulevard side. 

The plans for the Brighton Estates, as 
the converted track grounds will be called, 
are ambitious on paper. The 100-acre 
tract has the advantage of an ocean 
frontage of 8,000 feet. It is on the ele-

The B. R. - has entered into the 
Brighton Estates plan, and will run a 
line through the property on an elevated 
track. 

No restrictions have been placed on the 
houses that may be built on the ocean 
front lots, it is said, and so it is likely 
that amusement concerns will buy them. 
None of the lots further back will sell 
for less than $1,000, it is said. There will 
be 1,500 lots for sale, out of which at 
least $3,000,000 is expected to come, 

But all of the atmosphere of old times 
will not be allowed to leave this piece of 
land. Mermaid Avenue, eighty feet wide, 
will run through the middle of the Brigh- 
ton Estates, and the north and south 
streets will all be named after famous 
horsemen. There will be Whitney Place, 
Belmont Avenue, Lorillard Place, Keene 
Place, Lakeland Place, and Dwyer Street,

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 15.—Disturbed 
by the news of Bulgaria’s military activ- 
ity, the Porte has instructed the Turkish 
representatives abroad to call this matter 
to the attention of the powers and to 
state also that Turkey will decline to take 
the responsibility should Bulgaria’s per- 
sistence in her present attitude result in 
hostilities, 


SOFIA, Oct. 15.—Czar Ferdinand an@ his 
entire Cabinet have gone to the Bistritza 
hunting lodge in the Rilo Mountains, 
which is close to the Turkish frontier. 
An important official statement will be 
issued upon the return of the Ministers 
here. 

The Vreme, a Ministerial organ, in a 
bellicose mood says that Bulgaria prefers 
to shed her blood for independence rather 
than pay compensation to Turkey. 

To Treat Foreigners Like Natives, 

A disagreeable impression has been pro- 
duced in diplomatic circles here by a 
circular note issued to-day from the Bul- 
garian Ministry of Justice, which orders 
that in the future the subjects of foreign 
powers in Bulgaria shall be treated on 
the same basis as natives; in other words, 
they are no longer to enjoy the inter- 
|mediary of their Consuls. The circular 
jeets forth that the declaration of Bul- 
garian independence on Oct. 5 has an- 
jmulled the so-called capitulations which 
exempted foreigners from the jurisdiction 
of the local courts. 

The diplomatic representative of one of 
fthe great powers to-day described this 
teircular as a “ high-handed action,’’ to 
; which the powers would take a vigorous 
}eounterstand. This tendency of Bulgaria 
|to extricate herself from treaty obliga- 
“tions in ways that are not popular is 
jlikely to lead the powers to insist upon 
the retention of the capitulations for a 
, definite period as one of the conditions to 
fhe recognition of Bulgarian independence, 


Denies Alarmist Rumors, 

PARIS, Oct. 15.—M. Stancioff, the 
diplomatic agent of Bulgaria in Paris, is 
in receipt of official advices fror§ Sofia 
which deny the alarmist rumors current 
here yesterday of Bulgaria’s purposes. 
Bulgaria, he says, has no intention of 
sending an ultimatum to Turkey or of 


ordering further mobilization of her 

forces. On the contrary, the outlook for 

@ peaceful adjustment with Turkey and 

the powers is now regarded in Sofia as 
ractically assured through the interna- 
onal conference. 

M. Stancioff said he did not give cred- 
ence to the bellicose Janguage attributed 
1o the Bulgarian Premier, and explained 
that Bulgaria was ready to make what- 
ever money compensation was proper on 
account of the Oriental railroad and East- 
ern Kumelia. He characterized as ab- 
surd the report from Belgrade of a se- 
cret treaty between Bulgaria and Austria- 
Hungary. 

Continuing the conversation, M. Stanci- 
off expressed surprise that the United 
States had not yet recognized the inde- 
pendence of Bulgaria, but he recalled with 
pleasure the personal letter from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to Prince Ferdinand, pre- 
sented by John B. Jackson when he wa3 
accredited as the diplomatic agent of th3 
United States to Bulgaria. 


Britain Recalls Liberty Men. 


LONDON, Oct. 15.—All the men of the 
home fleet absent from their ships on 


liberty have been suddenly recalled. In- 
somuch as the reason for this has not yet 
been ascertained, the order hag caused 
considerable excitement.

BALKAN PROGRAMME. 


Great Britain, France, and Russia 
Have Agreed Upon Eight Points. 


LONDON, Oct. 15.—Great Britain, Rus- 
sia, and France have reached an agree- 


ment on a programme to be submitted to 
the other powers as a basis for discus- 
sion by the proposed European conference 
to settle the Balkan situation. The pfo- 
posals to be laid before the powers are 
eight in number. 
he first is to the effect that Articles 
1 to 22 of the Treaty of Berlin, which re- 
late to Bulgaria and Eastern Rumelia, 
, Bhall be replaced by stipulation, recog- 
nizing the independence of Bulgaria as at 
resent constituted and determining the 
nancial obligations of Bulgaria toward 
Turkey. New clauses, probably, will set- 
tle also the question of the Oriental Rail- 


way. 
The second and third proposals are that 

the powers shall take note of the annexa- 

tion by Austria-Hungary of Bosnia and 
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vina ahd the return of the Sanjak 
Novipazar to i aor A : 
. The fourth article relates to Crete. It 
réplaces Article 23 of the Treaty of Berlin 
by clauses recognizing the annexation of 
Crete to Greece and determining the fi- 
nancial obligations of Greece, in respect 
to Crete, toward Turkey. It is understood 
spat the four powers under whose protec- 
Crete has been—Russia, Great Bri- 
tain, France, and Italy—will settle the 
Cretan question in concert with Turkey 
before referring it to the conference, It 
is proposed also that the second part of 
Article 23 of the Berlin Treaty, which 
provides special regulations for the gov- 
ernment of other parts of European 
Turkey, shall cease to have force when 
the powers are assured that a satisfactory 
settlement has been effected. 

The fifth proposal is to the effect that 
arrangements similar to the above shall 
apply to the Armenian provinces of 
Turkey. 

The sixth article calls for the abrogation 
of all the restrictions imposed upon Mon- 
tenegran sovereignty by the treaty under 
the original Article 29, which it is pro- 
posed to sweep —e. 

The seventh is a simple affirmation of 
_ desirability of giving compensation 
o Servia and Montenegro, but without 
epecifying the means. 

The eighth proposal declares it is de- 
sirable to revise the regulations govern- 
ing Danube traffic so as to give larger 
rights to the States bordering on the 
river. 

The articles are followed by a declara- 
tion that as the new Ottoman constitution 
foreshadows a reorganization of the ju- 
dicial system and a remodeling of Turk- 
ish legislation in conformity with the 
principles of other European States, the 
powers are prepared to consider in con- 
cert with Turkey, so soon as these. re- 
forms are realized, the best means of 
doing away with capitulations. It is de- 
clared also that this occasion could be 
taken to consider the abolition of the 
Post Offices now maintained by foreign 
powers in Turkey. 

The draft of this programme makes no 
mention of the straits between the Black 
Sea and the Mediterranean, which, of 
course, mean the Bosphorus as well as 
the Dardanelles. But these straits have 
been a subject of protracted discussion 
between’ Sir Edward Grey, the British 
Foreign Secretary, and M. Isvolsky, the 
Russian Minister of Foreign Affairs. M. 
Isvolsky does not ask that this question 
be submitted to the conference; what he 
desires is that Creat Britajn and France 
help Russia to negoatiate with Turkey for 
the opening of these straits to Russia. 

Every desire to arrive at an understand- 
ing, but safeguarding at the same time 
the interests of Turkey, has been shown, 
In the first place Russia wanted the right 
to send warships through the straits in 
time of peace—that is to say, when 
Turkey was not at war—under special con- 
ditions and special restrictions. In reply 
Great Britain asked that the same right 
be accorded all nations. To this Russia 
demurred, arguing that foreign warships 
could only desire to enter the Black Sea 
for belligerent purposes. Ultimately an 
ee apparently was reached by 
which the rights of ingress and egress 
granted Russian warships shall be ac- 
corded on the same conditions to the ships 
of any other power not at war with Rus- 


Sia. 
CLASH WITH CHINESE. 


Japanese in Fight at Kantao and Sev- 
eral Are Killed or Wounded. 


SEOUL, Korea, Oct. 15.—Serious com- 


plications affecting the peace of China 
and Japan threaten as the result of an 
engagement between Chinese and Japa- 
nese troops in Kantao, northern Korea, in 
which several were killed or wounded. 

Chinese soldiery are reported to have 
opened hostilities by firing upon a police 
station occupied by the Japanese troops, 
who were sent into Kantao as a guard for 
the Koreans resident there. The fighting 
that ensued lasted several hours, and 
while the exact number of casualties is 
;not obtainable a number were killed or 
; wounded. The commander of the Japa- 
nese garrison immediately called on China 
for permission to cross the frontier into 
| Chinese territory and pursue the assail- 
ants, who appear to have been worsted 
in the engagement, The request was re- 
fused by the War Office. 

The Japanese Foreign Office has made 


representations to the Government at Pe- | 


king, and the situation is beginning to 
assume a serious aspect. It is intimated 
that unless China takes prompt action 
satisfactory to the Japanese Government 
the latter may take the initiative and 
cross the frontier in order to afford pro- 
fection to the Koreans.

HERTS AMERICAN 


Sperry’s Battleships Greeted Off 
Island of Kiushu by Wel- 
coming Squadron. 


AT YOKOHAMA TO-MORROW 


Greetings from Minister of Marine and 
Elaborate Preparations for a Hos- 
pitable Reception in Japan. 


TOKIO, Oct. 15.—The American battle- 
ship fleet, somewhat in advance of its 
| schedule, has been sighted by the Ja- 
{panese war vessels sent to convey a 
friendly greeting, and a wireless message 
received two hours ago reports that Ad- 
miral Sperry, his officers, and the enlisted 
men were at that moment witnessing the 
manoeuvres of the Japanese vessels off 
the Island of Kiushu, in Southeastern 
Japan. 

The fact that the American ships are 
in close proximity to Yokohama was 
quickly circulated in official circles. No 
wireless messages have been received 


here from the flagship Connecticut. The | 


first official greeting to Admiral Sperry 
was from Vice Admiral Minoru Saito, 
Minister of the Navy. 

Baron Saito extended to the approach- 
ing fleet a hearty welcome on behalf of 
the nation and said that all Japan was 
anxiously awaiting its arrival. 

At last accounts the fleet was off the 
Island of Shinko Ku, while at 8 ‘o'clock 
this morning it was reported that the 
gunboat Yankton, preceding the battle- 
ships, had been sighted by Japanese war 
vessels off the coast. The Yankton is ex- 
pected to arrive during the morning. 

All Japan is astir in anticipation of the 
arrival of the Americans. Yokohama, and 
Tokio in particular, are grven over to en- 
thusiastic preparation. The decorations 
in these cities are so extensive and gen- 
eral as to be remarkable, not only in 
snpan. but in any country of the world. 
All the Japanese newspapers of promi- 
nence are printing editions in English, 
with long editorials assuring the Ameri- 
ean officers and sailors of a hearty wel- 
come by the nation. 

Every available vessel in the harbor of 
Yokohama has been chartered to convey 
excursionists to meet the warships on 
their approach. A considerable fleet will 
go far out at sea in order to extend the 
first welcome, 

The Navy Department has issued maps 
showing the manner in which the battle- 
ships will be anchored. Each vessel is 
assigned to a buoy. The American Am- 
bassador and his staff will meet the fleet 
aboard 2 special steamer, and the mem- 
bers of the American Commission to the 
Japanese Exposition will have another. A 
third vessel as been chartered by the 
delegation of the Pacific Coast business 
men which arrived here several days ago. 
The American-Asiatic Society will be rep- 
resented by many of its members who 
have arranged for a large steamer elabo- 
rately decorated. The official entry into 
Yokohama Harbor will occur Saturday 
morning. .

The men in the boat pulled hard, and 
finally managed to get a line fast to the!

PERSECUTING RAILWAY SHIPPERS. 


The Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion has procured indictments against 
many prominent and even respectable 
citizens of this city, alleging that they 
are engaged in the practice of getting 
their goods carried for less than sched- 
ule rates. This is not rebating, of 
course, nor even obtaining accessorial 
allowances. It is merely misbilling. 
Those who travel with children can 
easily understand how difficult it is for 
the shippers to meet the railways’ ex- 
pectations in this respect. The rail- 
ways think that age ought to deter- 
mine half-fare rates. Parents and 
guardians think that weight is a fairer 
basis of fare, and if a child is a little 
over age and a little under weight, the 
half fare is claimed, despite the rules. 
Similarly, when shippers pack goods of 
a high class and a low class together, 
it is much easier and more natural to 
describe them as all of the low class, 
and thus get the goods carried cheap- 


ly. It not only is money in the ship- 
pers’ pockets, and therefore out of the 


railways’ unjust tax upon trade; it 


also enables the shippers to compete 
with their neighbors on better terms. 
This proceeding merely confirms the 


previous impression that the Hepburn 
act Is a masterpiece in legislation for 


the railways. Ostensibly it was aimed 
to punish the railways’ crimes, but it 
is difficult to point to anything of the 
sort. The fines collected from the rail- 


ways are a trifle compared with the 


increase of their receipts fromthe abo- 
lition of the practices by which the 
public were the chief beneficiaries. To 
have rates put up by the very law 
which was to reduce them is bad 


enough. To have the shippers pun- 
ished for the crimes alleged against the 


railways is pretty nearly intolerable. 
In the words of the Traffic Manager of 
the Illinois Steel Company, the law is 
too much “ pro-railroad and anti-ship- 


per.”

Wrecked in health by tropical fever, he 
came down with pneumonia almost as 
soon as he arrived here. He was taken

|; on the very first day of the convention. 
| Though many who saw the white-haired 
old man on the Academy’s stage feared 
momentarily that he was about to faint, 
all were surprised when he began speak- 

ing by the strength and vitality of his 
voice. 

He told his story simply. He was the 
}son and grandson of a family of East 
| Indian missionaries and was born in India, 

He was graduated from Yale in 1851, and 
from the Andover Seminary four years 
later. In Dec. 1, 1856, immediately after 
marrying, he became Captain of the 
; American Foreign Mission Board's mis- 
sionary vessel Morning Star, and sailed 
her around Cape Horn to Honolulu. There 
he and his wife were ordered by the board 
to go to the Gilbert Islands. 

When the Morning Star arrived at the 
islands an Indian chief canoed out to the 
vessel, pointing first to the lumber on 
the ship’s deck and then to the shore. 
His warriors built the missionary’s cabins 
As soon as the little house was complete@ 
the Morning Star sailed away, and the 
Binghams were left alone with the nae 
tives. They set themselves to learning 
Gilbertese. The missionary translated the 
New Testament Books of Luke and John, 
and his wife some school books. Their 
baby died and was buried near the hut, 
They themselves came down with tropie 
| fever, and had to be taken to Honolulu. 
| When they returned in a year they found 


child uprooted. 
They began their work with the tribe 
all over again, and until five years ago, 
when Mrs. Bingham died, spent the great- 
j er part of each year among the islanders, 
Mr. Bingham has published a Gilbertese 
Dictionary. Yesterday he read a letter 
recently written to him by the more civ- 
ilized of the islanders on the occasion of 
a ‘‘ Jubilee Celebration.’”’ Eyery one ap-

Louis Mann acted at the Circle Theatre 
last night, is a roughiy constructed do- 
mestic melodrama, in which the author, 
Jules Eckert Goodman, has apparently 
sought to develop several ideas. 

One of them seems to be that in Amer- 
ica the only crime is failure. The other, 
somewhat more pronouncedly dealt with 
in the action, is that the ways of the 
children are not those of their parents, 
and, presumably, Mr. Goodman does not 
think they need be. This thesis provid- 
ed the original title, “‘The New Genera- 
tion,”’ for the play. 

But if Mr. Goodman holds to the ideas 
expressed in the generalization, he has 
been rather unfortunate in the selection 
of the characters and incidents designed 


to expound then. 
carries water on both shoulders. 
In the one case we see a young girl, 


Marie Krauss, daughter of an old jeweler|p, 1, 


disregarding her father’s wishes and car- 
ing on a clandestine love affair with 

e son of his chief commercial riva. 

The end is disgrace for her and a heart- 
break for her father. Obviously 
proves nothing except that in some cases 
parental instinct is to be more trusted 
than the prompting of youthful passion, 
which is a handy discovery of importance. 

In the other case the story involves a 
question of race prejudice.

@ self-made young Jewish mer- 
chant, is the accepted suitor of a girl 
whose father opposes the match on no 
other grounds than the difference in their 
faith.

Contrast in Money Transfers. 
Usually at this time of the 
Sub-Treaseury is busy transferring funds to 
interior points, more particularly to St.

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DOG LICENSE KNOCKED OUT. 


Brooklyn Court Rules State Can’t Del- 
egate Such S. P. C, A. Powers. 


With the aid of the Supreme Court, Bor- 
ough President Bird 8. Coler of Brooklyn 
has succeeded in saving the life of his 
valuable Irish setter, Brian Boru, which 
is in the hands of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. Jus- 
tice Kelly made permanent yesterday a 
temporary injunction restraining the so- 
ciety from killing the dog, the court ex- 
pressing doubt as to the constitutionality 
of the law taxing citizens for dog licenses 
for the benefit of a society. 

In his long fight with the society over 
Brian Boru, Mr, Coler has contended 
that it had no legal right to collect a dog 
tax, and has persistently refused to pay 
the same. The decision of Justice Kelty 
is regarded as affecting all owners of 
dogs, and it is believed that on the 
strength of it many will follow the ex- 
ample of President Coler, and decline to 
pay for licenses for their pets. 

Brian Boru, which Mr. Coler values at 
$2,500, was seized by agents of the s0- 
ciety on May 4 last because the animal 
was found in the streets without a license 
tag. The dog was taken to the society's 
pens, and Mr. Coler was informed thgt it 
would be killed if he did not pay for a 
license for the animal. He refused to pay 
and obtained a temporary injunction for- 
bidding the society to kill the dog. 

Justice Kelly, in making this permanent, 
explans that ne delayed rendering his de- 
cision because of representations by the 
counsel for the defendant that to act be- 
fore might interfere with the society's 
work of destroying dogs supposed to be 


suffering from rabies during the Simmer. ; the back.

By ‘destroying homeless, wandering dogs 
the Legislature, in effect, declares that the 
danger to’ the public ts lessened, and this 
act is‘intended to carry out that purpose. 
Granted that the object is reasonable, I do 
not see the magic in the defendant’s license 
and tag. The danger to the public would 
appear to be as great from a dog duly li- 
censed and tagged as from plaintiff's dog. 
I do not see how the object intended by the 
Legislature is accomplished by the tag. If 
a dog bites, the fact that he is tagged or 
not tagged does not appear to be important. 
A dog tagged and roaming the streets may 
become infected as well as a dog having an 
owner and a home, but unlicensed. 

I do not believe that the Legislature can 
vest any such power as is sought to be 
conferred here in a private corporation. 
The agents are vested with powers greater 
jn some respects than public officers 
bound by oath and responsible to the public. 
I think the public health should be pro- 
tected by the State or the municipality, 
acting through their duly designated rep- 
resentatives. 

There can be no question as to the power 
of the Legislature to provide for the 
licensing of dogs, or for the protection of 
the citizens by appropriate regulations and 
rules governing the “keeping of dogs, but 
great danger may result from delegating to 
these private corporations duties which be- 
long to the public and which should be per- 
formed by public officers. The Legislature 
may delegate duties to individuals which 
cannot be delegated to corporations. 

Without questioning the good that has 
been done in many cases by such associa- 
tions, when {it comes to Interference with 
the person or property of the individual, I 
doubt whether the principle is right. It 
seems wrong that, In this case, the plain- 
tiff’'s dog should be kept from him and put 
to death unless he pays money to the de- 
fendant corporation, which, as far as I can 
see, is not subject to report to the State or 
municipality, or to control in its work by 
any branch of government. I think these 
questions should be deliberately tried out 
and decided.

Instead, he telephoned 
from Fishkill to Col. Asa Bird Gardiner, 
who represents Attorney General Jackson 
in the conflict of the courts over Thaw, 
and Col. Gardiner asked Dr. Baker to 
come immediately to this city for a con- 
ference. Accordingly, Attorney General 
Jackson, Dr, Baker, and Col. Gardiner 


held a conference yesterday afternoon. 
Albert M. Myer, one of Thaw’s Pitts- 


burg lawyérs, came to the city at the 
same time with Roger O’Mara, the de- 
tective, who is Thaw’s recelver and a 
friend of his family. They were certain 
that the demand of the United States 
court that Thaw be taken to Pittsburg 
would be met, and as the bankruptcy

Should the Court of Appeals find that 
horse hair is a vegetable like straw and 
rattan, the duty collectible on such mer- 
chandise will be only 15 per cent. ad 
valorem, which would mean a big saving 
to merchants who are now required to pay 
the 60 per cent. duty. 


GET AFTER FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Merchants’ Association Officials De- 
clare Appropriations Are Wasteful. 


In a communication addressed to the 
Board of Estimate the Merchants’ As- 
sociation of New York prefers charges of 
wasteful appropriations for the Fire De- 
partment of this city. The protest is in 
the form of a voluminous pamphlet which 
is replete with figures and statistics of all 
sorts. 

The schedule accompanying the protest 
shows that the — for the support of 
the Fire Department in 1907 was $1,407,000 
and $1,807,000 in 1908. An increase of 
$600,000 has been asked for in the budget 
of 1909, and this the Merchants’ Associa- 
tion characterizes as a wanton waste of 
the city’s funds. 

Figures showing the comparative cost of 
the maintenance of the New York depart- 
ment and those of other cities are append- 
ed to the protest.

Husbands of 218 East 128th Street ran into 
an elevated railroad pillar and threw the 
special policeman, William Tidoll of 257 
West 11lth Street against the pillar, frac- 
turing his skull. He was taken to the 
New York Hospital. 

Carl Brown, who sald he lived in War- 
ren, Penn., was arrested at Sixty-sec- 
ond Street and Broadway and locked 
up in the West Sixty-eighth Street Sta- 
tion charged with having jeered at chauf- 
feurs of the taxicabs and with having in- 
cited some boys to join him in annoying 
strikebreakers.

STANDARD OIL FREIGHT RATES 


Testimony That Regular Tariff Was 6 
Cents from Whiting to East St. Louis. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 15.—Testimony support- 
ing the contention of the Standard Oil 
Company that 6 cents was the regular 
freight tariff on oil from Whiting to East 
St. Louls was offered to-day before Judge 
Franklin Ferriss in the hearing of evi- 
dence in the railroad phase of the Gov- 
ernment’s suit to dissolve the Standard 
Oil Company. : 

Henry D. Pierrepont, general freight 
agent of the Chicago, Milwaukee, and St. 
Paul Railroad, was put on the witness 
stand, and his attention was called by 
Mr. Rosenthal, attorney for the oil com- 
pany, to the tariff schedules between 
Whiting and East St. Louis, filed with 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission, 
showing the 18-cent rate, and he was 
asked to state the rate shown by the 
tariff sheets. Before the answer was 
given Mr. Kellogg, special counsel for the 
Government, objected on the ground that 
the tariffs themselves were the best evi- 
dence. 

In answer to the question of Mr. Rosen- 
thal, Mr. Pierrepont declared that the 6- 
cent rate was shown by the tariffs. 

The prosecution of the Standard Oil 
Company of Indiana before Judge Landis, 
resulting in the fine of $29,240,000, hinged 
on the 18-cent rate between Whiting and 
East St. Louls.
